It  is  situated  in  the  Tuolumne 
river  canon,  seventeen  miles  north  of  the 

Yosemite.  The  main  Tuolumne  river,  which

is  a  much  wider  stream  than  the  Merced, 
runs  through  the  great  Tuolumne  canon. 

This  canon  and  its  connections  have  an  un¬ 
broken  length  of  forty  miles.  For  twenty 
miles  of  this  distance  the  canon  is  shut  in 
by  vertical  walls  of  granite,  some  of  which 
are  from  two  to  five  hundred  feet  higher 
than  the  very  highest  in  the  Yosemite  val¬ 
ley.  The  Tuolumne  canon,  or  Yosemite,  at 
its  widest  part,  is  only  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
wide,  while  the  Merced  Yosemite  valley  is 
from  half  a  mile  to  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
wide.
